Ready, set... debate 


Tax increase or 
decrease? City coun¬ 
cil begins finalizing 
budget this week, with 
more than 30 motions

After nearly a month of 
hearings, meetings and 
questions, city councillors 
will start voting Monday on 
more than 30 budget mo¬ 
tions before finalizing this 
year’s tax increase. 

Councillors have meet¬ 
ings scheduled every day 
this week to debate and 
vote on those motions that 
call for everything from 
more late-night transit, to 
a higher police budget, to 
funding to host an inter¬ 
national triathlon. 

In the unlikely scenario 
where all of the motions 
in front of council were ap¬ 
proved, the city could have 
a tax increase lowered to 
2 per cent. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte be¬ 
lieves the city can do even 
better, however, and said a 
zero tax increase is within 
the city’s reach. 

“1 think we have a real 


opportunity, because if you 
can save $55 million out 
of a $2 billion budget you 
could go to zero and 1 think 
that would really help out 
seniors and people on fixed 
incomes,” he said. 

Among Diotte’s motion 
is one to reduce the po¬ 
lice budget by $11 million, 
which seemed to have very 
little support on council 
when he proposed it. 

Another motion calls 
for the police to receive 
an additional $6.5 million 
above what Diotte sug¬ 
gested they cut. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
he wants to keep taxes low, 
but he knows Edmonton¬ 
ians want good service. 

“We definitely want to 
keep the tax levy as low as 
possible, but we can not do 
that at the expense of re¬ 
ducing essential services,” 
he said.

Fire crews evacuated a large 
industrial park in northeast 
Edmonton Sunday following 
a large leak of hydrochloric 
acid. 

The leak was called in 
shortly after 10 a.m. and 
two hazmat teams, several 
fire crews and police were 
all called in to evacuate and 
close down the area north of 


the Yellowhead between 17th 
and 33 streets. 

Deputy fire Chief John 
Lamb said luckily the leak at 
Panther Industries was con¬ 
tained, but the evacuation 
was necessary because of the 
highly corrosive nature of the 
chemical. 

“We have ensured there 
is minimal risk to the pub¬ 
lic and we are continuing to 
make sure the scene is stabil¬ 


ized,” said Lamb. 

He added that the chilling 
temperatures, down below 
-18 C, along with a lack of 
people in the area helped 
minimize the danger 

“It is a light industrial area 
and thank god it is Sunday 
— there are not a lot of folks 
working.” 

Lamb said there were six 
100,000-litre tanks on the 
property and they were sur¬ 


rounded with a containment 
berm. Most of the leaked 
chemical was contained in 
the area, but some spilled 
outside that berm. 

Some of the chemical 
vaporized and Lamb said 
those clouds can be danger¬ 
ous, but in this case no one 
was in harm’s way. 

“ft is an acid and it is cor¬ 
rosive and it would damage 
your lungs if you breathed it 
in,” he said. 

He said the cold made the 
incident a bit of a challenge 
for firefighters. 

Crews were expected to be 
cleaning up the site for sev¬ 
eral hours on Sunday, before 
turning it back over to the 
company.

Have you ever made a ginger¬ 
bread house during the holi¬ 
day season — a few squares 
of cookie glued together 


with icing, and covered with 
as many candies and gum- 
mies as the roof could bear? 

Chef Andrew Ihasz and 
the culinary team at the 
Fairmont Hotel Macdonald 
have made a gingerbread 
house, too, but it’s ... bigger. 

So big, in fact, that the 
creation, a replica of the 
hotel, couldn’t fit in the ser¬ 
vice elevator. Instead, it had 
to be walked along Jasper 
Avenue to get it from the 
kitchen to the lobby. 

“A lot of pride and love 
went into making that,” said 
Lana Uytterhagen, director 


of sales and marketing at 
the hotel, adding that the 
only goal for the roughly 
five-feet-wide and three- 
feet-high confection was for 
people to see and enjoy it. 
“It was all volunteer work by 
kitchen staffers with a pas¬ 
sion for it.” 


Engineers spent 25 hours 
with four sheets of pl 3 rwood 
to build the structure. After 
that, Romeo Abellera and 
other kitchen employees 
took 200 hours to add the 
details: A leaf of gelatin for 
a frosted window, and glossy 
meringue peaks to mimic a 


snow-covered roof. Abellera 
even recreated the main- 
floor banquet hall, guest 
bedrooms and the hotel’s 
front drive, complete with 
bellman and BMW. 

And let’s not forget the 
humongous batch of ginger¬ 
bread baked for the base, 
which took 25 kilograms 
of flour, 10 kilograms of 
icing sugar, 12 kilograms of 
brown sugar, eight litres of 
honey and two of molasses. 

A tip from Abellera: Don’t 
try this at home — unless 
you’ve got an industrial-size 
mixing bowl.

If there’s one thing out¬ 
going Writer in Residence 
(WIR) Jocelyn Brown learn¬ 
ed at the Edmonton Public 
Library this year, it’s how 
many wordsmiths there are 
in the city. 

“I’ve gained awareness of 
how many people are writ¬ 
ing in Edmonton, and how 
many people are writing 
well,” Brown said Sunday 
during her last workshop as 
WIR. 

Due to growing demand 
for the program, which 
provides consultations, 
readings and talks for both 
aspiring and established 
writers, it is being re¬ 
vamped for 2013 to include 
two Metro Edmonton Fed¬ 
eration of Libraries Writers 
in Residence. 

Omar Mouallem will be 
based at the Stanley A. Mil¬ 
ner branch, while Natasha 
Deen will spend time at li¬ 
braries in St. Albert, Strath- 
cona County and Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

Mouallem recently left 
Avenue Magazine after 
nearly five years to free¬ 
lance, expand his byline 
and work on books. 

As a WIR, he plans on 
providing insight into cre¬ 
ative non-fiction writing, as 
well as the growth and im¬ 
portance of digital literacy 
through Facebook, Twitter 
and blogging. 


“The beauty of the Writ¬ 
er in Residence program 
... is it not only allows the 
writer that’s chosen to help 
strengthen the local writing 
community and also em¬ 
bolden aspiring writers, but 
also strengthens the Writer 
in Residence himself or her¬ 
self,” said Mouallem. 

Deen, a multi-published 
romance author dabbling 
in other genres, said she re¬ 
ceived a lot of support start¬ 
ing out and wanted to pay it 
forward. 

“That was one of the 


things I wanted to do in 
2013, was just really help to 
set up a collaboration, a sort 
of unified whole,” she said.

For Emma Bergen, 19, the hard¬ 
est part of visiting a Palestin¬ 
ian refugee camp is seeing the 
bullet holes piercing the walls 
and doors of the homes of the 
yoimg children with whom she 
works. 

“It didn’t occur to me 
that anyone would shoot at a 
family’s home,” said Bergen. 
“It’s disturbing to know the 
children and their families 
have lived through house inva¬ 
sions and violence, and to see 
proof of it permanently in their 
doors and walls. 

“It shocks me, because 
if someone can do this to a 
family’s home, where does it 
end?” 

About a month after gradu¬ 
ating from Westgate Mennon- 
ite Collegiate in Winnipeg this 
past Jime, she moved with her 
family to Jerusalem. 

Twice a week, Bergen leaves 
Jerusalem for Aida camp — a 
United Nations refugee camp 
in Bethlehem home to about 
4,700 people squeezed into less 
than a square kilometre. 

The camp has just one food- 
distribution centre, no health 
centres, and a single school. 
With no streetlights and spor¬ 
adic electricity, refugees spend 
their nights in the dark. 

But for Bergen, a children’s

centre within the camp is a 
place she has foimd joy and ac¬ 
ceptance. 

“I bring supplies like chalk, 
pastels, pencil crayons and 
paint, and together with the 
children, we colour, draw and 
trace. 

“I love to be in the atmos¬ 
phere where the children can 
be children,” she said. “I feel 
accepted by them, and it shows 
in the way they puU me over to 
their parents and introduce me 
in Arabic.” 

The children are third- and 
fourth-generation refugees 
who have never known life out¬ 
side the camp. Israelis have set¬ 
tled land in the West Bank that 
the Palestinians claim as theirs. 

But Bergen hasn’t witnessed 
bitterness or hate in the chil¬ 
dren with whom she works. 

“The children are joyful and 
full of acceptance. They love

Typhoon’s death toll 
rises in the Philippines 


Search and rescue. 

After the storm 
slammed into the 
Philippines, hundreds 
are reported killed, 
many still missing 


The number of people mis¬ 
sing after a t 3 /phoon devas¬ 
tated parts of the southern 
Philippines jumped to nearly 
900 after famihes and fishing 
companies reported losing 
contact with more than 300 
fishermen at sea, officials said 
Sunday. 

The fishermen from south¬ 
ern General Santos city and 
nearby Sarangani province 
left a few days b^efore T 3 /phoon 
Bopha hit the main southern 
island of Mindanao on Tues¬ 
day, triggering flash fioods 
that killed more than 600, 
Civil Defence chief Benito Ra¬ 
mos said. 

Ramos said the fishermen 
were headed to the Spratly 
Islands in the South China Sea 
and to the Pacific Ocean. He 
said there has been no contact 
from them for a week. 

“We have declared them 
missing,” he said. “Maybe they 


are still alive.” 

Ramos said they may have 
sought shelter on the many 
small islands in the Spratlys 
and the Celebes Sea, and lost 
battery power and have not 
been able to call. 

He said the coast guard, 
navy and fishing vessels have 
launched a search. 

After slamming into the 
southern Philippines, the ty¬ 
phoon moved out to sea but 
then veered back toward the 
countiy’s northwest on Sat¬ 
urday, prompting worries of 
more devastation. As of late 
Sunday, however, it had begun 
to dissipate and weaken into a 
low pressure area as it moved 
farther into the South China 
Sea, about 105 kilometres 
west of the Philippines’ Ilocos 
Norte province. 

Rescuers continued search¬ 
ing for bodies or signs of life 
under tons of fallen trees 
and boulders in the worst-hit 
town of New Bataan, where 
rocks, mud and other rubble 
destroyed landmarks, making 
it doubly difficult to search 
places where houses once 
stood. 

Hundreds of refugees, res¬ 
cuers and aid workers took 
a break Sunday to watch the

In essence, the top court 
is being asked to be the final 
arbiter on whether national 
security should trump the 
public’s right to see historical 
documents. 

“It is about the balance 
between history and security 
and when national security 
information can and should 
be withheld,” Paul Champ 
said in an interview.

The Palestinian president is 
urging Arab nations to pro¬ 
vide major financial assist¬ 
ance to cover a new monthly 
$100 million budgetary 
shortfall after U.N. recogni¬ 
tion of Palestinian claims to 
statehood — the result of a 
punitive Israeli measure. 

The appeal by Mahmoud 
Abbas reflects the severe

Egypt’s opposition said Sunday 
it will keep up protests against 
a referendum on a disputed 
draft constitution, but stopped 
short of advocating either a 
boycott or a “no” vote less than 
a week before the ballot. 

The opposition was still 
pushing for Islamist President 
Mohammed Morsi to cancel 
the Dec. 15 referendum, saying 
they reject the process entirely 
and refiise to call it legitimate. 

The referendum over a dis¬ 
puted draft constitution has 
deeply polarized Egypt and 
sparked some of the bloodiest 
clashes between Morsi sup¬ 
porters and opponents since he 
came to power in June. 


As a concession to his op¬ 
ponents, he rescinded decrees 
he issued last month granting 
him almost unrestricted pow¬ 
ers, giving himself and the 
panel that drafted the consti¬ 
tution immunity from judicial 
oversight. 

The decrees sparked mass 
protests. Supporters said they 
were issued initially to protect 
the disputed constitution from 
numerous court challenges. 

Rushing the approval of 
the constitution in a late-night 
session in the panel further in¬ 
flamed those who claim Morsi 
and his Islamist allies, includ¬ 
ing the Muslim Brotherhood, 
are monopolizing power and 
trying to force their agenda into 
practice. 

The opposition sent hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of protesters 
into the streets in unprecedent¬ 
ed mass rallies for the largely 
secular groups, which led the 
popular uprising last year that 
toppled President Hosni Mu¬ 
barak.

A Bangladesh war crimes tri¬ 
bunal has accused the British 
magazine The Economist of 
hacking the computer of its 
presiding judge to record con¬ 
versations and read emails he 
exchanged with a lawyer. 

The magazine did not dir¬ 


ectly address the charges, but 
said it was in possession of 
conversations and documents 
that raised serious questions 
about the workings of the tri¬ 
bunal. 

The tribunal is tiying 10 
opposition politicians on char¬ 
ges of arson, rape and other 
atrocities committed during 
the country’s 1971 war of in¬ 
dependence from Pakistan. 

Bangladesh says that dur¬ 
ing the war, Pakistani troops, 
aided by their local collab¬ 
orators, killed three mil¬ 
lion people and raped about 
200,000 women. 


In an order passed last 
week, the tribunal accused 
The Economist of computer 
hacking and asked it to ex¬ 
plain how it got emails and 
heard Sk 3 q)e conversations 
between Presiding Judge 
Mohammed Nizamul Huq and 
Ahmed Ziauddin, a lawyer of 
Bangladeshi origin living in 
Brussels, Belgium. 

In an article published Sat¬ 
urday, The Economist said it 
has heard 17 hours of record¬ 
ed telephone conversations 
and seen over 230 emails be¬ 
tween Huq and Ziauddin.

CRTC gets earful 
about 36-month 
cell contracts 

Three-year contracts from 
cellphone companies 
should be banned, Canada’s 
telecom regulator has been 
told in submissions to an 
online consultation. 

Himdreds of people 
submitted their opinions 
to the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 
about a proposed code of 
conduct for the coimfry’s 
wireless industry. The over¬ 
whelming majority who 
wrote to tire CRTC over the 
two-week online consulta¬ 
tion period voiced concerns 
about being “held hostage” 
by 36-month contracts. 

“Get rid of the 36 
months contract!!!,” said 
one person on the CRTC’s 
online forum.

Obama, Boehner

U.S. President Barack 
Obama and Republican 
House Speaker John Boeh¬ 
ner met Sunday at the 
White House to discuss the 
ongoing negotiations to 
avert the impending “fiscal 
cliff,” as a growing number 
of Republicans in Congress 
appear to be moving toward 
acceptance of Obama’s 
demand that tax rates go up 
on the wealthy. 

It was the &st meet¬ 
ing between just the two 
leaders since Nov. 6. The 
meeting comes as the 
White House and Congress 
tiy to break an impasse 
over finding a way to stop a 
combination of automatic 
tax increases and spending 
cuts scheduled to kick in at 
the beginning of next year.

Mail, parcel volumes to hit holiday peak this week 


If you were thinking this 
is the week to finally mail 
out your Christmas cards or 
make a gift purchase online, 
you’re not alone. 

Canada Post expects 
Thursday will be its busiest 
day of the year. And FedEx 
is targeting Monday globally 
as its highest-volume day of 
2012. 


Canada Post estimates the 
holiday rush will see it de¬ 
liver about one billion cards, 
letters and packages. 

Northwest of downtown 
Toronto, at the post office’s 
largest parcel processing 
plant, workers are lining con¬ 
veyor belts around the clock 
to handle the non-stop flood 
of holiday packages. 


“In a daily basis at this 
time of year we’re handling 
about 550,000 pieces a day, as 
we approach closer to Christ¬ 
mas we expect to be 700,000 
pieces or more,” said Randy 
Carroll, director of the plant’s 
operations. 

“In this facility itself we 
process at the rate of well 
over 40,000 pieces an hour.” 


While the bulk of Christ¬ 
mas mail will be flooding the 
system this week, there will 
be plenty more pouring in 
next week, he adds. 

“We will see customers 
switch to (Xpresspost and 
priority courier service) and 
mail heavily all the way up 
to the 22nd of December,” he 
says.

Partridgesinpear

Britain’s Royal Society for 
Protection of Birds says the 
two icons of the Twelve 
Days of Christmas — grey 
partridges and turtledoves 
— are in alarming decline. 

It said authorities should 
act to prevent them from 
becoming just distant 
memories within the famed 
Christmas song. 


The society says the 
number of partridges have 
dropped 30 per cent. Turtle¬ 
doves are even worse off— 
with a 60 per cent decline 
in numbers.

There’s no question that elec¬ 
tronic dance music has been 
the primary driving force in 
music for the past few years. 

We would never be so 
misguided to set up some 
sort of oppositional binary 
between DJ culture and 
traditional rock music (be¬ 
cause obviously both can 
exist peacefully). But if we 
had to, there’s no question 
which band would go as the 
first pick in our h 5 q)othetical 
fantasy music draft: Japan¬ 
droids. 

The sound on their ac¬ 
claimed second record, 
Celebration Rock, is the 
Platonic ideal of shouted 
basement-show punk vehe¬ 
mence, best exemplified by 
song-of-the-year candidate. 
The House That Heaven 
Built. 

The Vancouver band’s 
success has found them 
graduating from the small¬ 
er clubs from which their 
stage-dives and bro-hugs 
aesthetic was born into 
much larger rooms, on an 
exhaustive tour that will 
bring them for the first 
time to Australia, Korea 
and, of course, Japan. 

“I feel like we live on the 
road,” drummer and vocal¬ 
ist Dave Prowse says from 
Tampa, Fla. 

“We just tend to tour 
pretty hard, and not really 
take a lot of breaks. ... I 
think because we were kind 


of a struggling local band 
for two years, as soon as we 
got the opportunity to tour 
and see a lot of places, we 
had a hard time saying no 
to anything.” 

In the early days, work¬ 
ing as a duo made that sort 
of schedule a lot more feas¬ 
ible, he says. 

“When we first started, 
it was us in a Ford explorer. 
It was a lot easier to make 
that work with two people. 


For a variety of reasons, 
being a two-piece makes 
logistics easier. Obviously 
the money, and the fact 
that there’s only one other 
person you have to come to 
an agreement with. In a six- 
piece, it’s probably harder 
to convince six people to go 
on (the) road for two years.” 

That doesn’t mean that 
he and guitarist Brian King 
don’t still have their share 
of disagreements, but hav¬ 


ing known each other for so 
long, Prowse says, they’re 
on the same page about 
most things. 

“The thing about being 
in a two-piece, you can’t 
put anything to a vote, so 
if you disagree about some¬ 
thing, you just have to fig¬ 
ure it out. We have pretty 
similar ideas about lots of 
kind of trickier situations 
that bands have to make, 
with respect to things like 


licensing music for adver¬ 
tisements or something 
like that, which is a big 
thing for a lot of bands. But 
neither of us are interested 
in doing that, so it’s easy to 
say no to that. ... Obviously,

“OK, I think by now we’ve 
established everything is in¬ 
herently worthless,” sings 
Stickles on opening track, 
Ecce Homo, before conclud¬ 
ing, “there’s nothing in the 
universe with any kind of 
objective purpose.” 

But the singer says this 
opening salvo is not as defeat¬ 
ist as it reads on paper, and 


that it’s more about updating 
listeners just joining the pro¬ 
gram. 

“I thought it would be a 
good way to start our dis¬ 
cussion, and it was kind of 
a point that we belabored 
quite a lot in the first two 
records,” says Stickles, “so 
you just get everybody up 
to speed and go on from 
there.” 

And where exactly can it 
go from there? 

“Hopefully by the end, 
the hopeful element of it 
is a little more explicit,” 
says Stickles, “in that in 
the void of meaning we are 
empowered to create mean¬ 
ing.”

Sure, weighty subject matter, 
literary pretension and a heavy 
hitter cast hst can help to tip 
the scales in the right dnection, 
but a real teh in the past 20 
years bien sur is the Academy’s 
enduring love affair with the 
City of Lights. The ahure of the 
world’s most romantic cosmo- 
pohtan playgroimd adds a cer¬ 
tain ooh la la factor to films 
that is unequaled by any other 


European setting. 

This destination bias toward 
films set in Paris is why Les 
Miserables (out Christmas day) 
is a surefire Oscar contender. 
The grandiloquent musical 
centering aroimd Jean Valjean, 
a parole-breaking loaf thief on 
a redemptive quest, tugs at the 
heartstrings and even those 
who fail to get enveloped in 
the emotional rollercoaster 
cannot help but hum along to 
the charming choruses. Can’t 
you just hear the critics toe tap¬ 
ping along to a rousing rendi¬ 
tion of Do You Hear the People 
Sing? while tears stream down 
their cheeks by the second time 
“...when the beating of your 
heart echoes the beating of the 
drums” comes aroimd. 

Before you pshaw at the 
sentiment-stoking power that 
causes seasoned film goers to 
well up when they catch a mere 
glimpse of the Champs-Elysees

guide. Table time is logged at 
famed eateries including the 
Cremerie-Restaurant Pohdor, 
the brasserie where Wilson 
picks Ernest Hemingway’s 
brain. Despite doubling as a 
two-hour advertisement for 
Paris’ Convention and Visitors 
Bureau, the film’s warm em¬ 
brace of the romantic city of 
cute berets and crisp baguettes 
led to a quartet of Oscar nom¬ 
inations and a Woody win for 


best original screenplay. 

Setting an identicahy plot¬

There are commercial 
sales reps in many different 
industries and the most lucra¬ 
tive include health care (phar¬ 
maceuticals), real estate and 
the financial industry (brok¬ 
ers and bankers). “Really, the 
more you sell, the more you 
make.” In terms of training, 
many companies will pay for 
sales training. 


Caveat: You’ve got to have a 
sales personality, or it will be 
a flop. 

IT services 

IT services is a discipline for 
managing information tech¬ 
nology systems. 

“Folks are redesigning 
systems to control financial 
activities. Governance and 


management of those sys¬ 
tems is turning into lucrative 
business.” 

Caveat: These positions are 
about rebuilding ineffective 
systems. 

Upstart entrepreneur 

High risk entrepreneurial 
ideas that capture trends in 


some way can be quite lucra¬ 
tive, quite quickly, says Scor¬ 
gie. “We see lots of examples 
in the gaming and APP de¬ 
velopment world right now.” 

Caveat: The key is captivating 
the hearts of people so the 
product becomes a smash hit. 

Oil and gas industry job 

This is a broad category with 
a technical side (engineering, 
geophysics, geology, etc.) and 
a business development side 
(where you would find new 
opportunities for the sec¬ 
tor. Water and sustainability 
initiatives are popular right 
now). “These positions are 
generally higher incomes to 
start, and you progress quick¬ 
ly” 

Caveat: People make money 
when times are good, so it’s 
important to make sure there 
are benefit plans that include 
long-term incentives. 

Agent 

An agent is someone who is 
authorized to represent an¬ 


other individual (an enter¬ 
tainer or baseball player, for 
example) who usually makes 
a lot of money themselves. 

The job entails negotiating 
contracts and terms, and hav¬ 
ing contacts in the industry. 

Caveat: Financial success is 
usually tied into the sales side 
of things.

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Spice up Santa’s cookies with 
Cinnamon-Honey Oat Drops 



Looking for classic, comforting 
flavours in a chewy, soft cook¬ 
ie? This is it. The recipe takes a 
basic oat drop-style cookie and 
adds the comforting, hohday 
flavours of cinnamon and hon¬ 
ey.

1 . Heat oven to 350 F. line 2 
baking sheets with parchment 
paper.

• 1 cup (2 sticks) unsalted but¬ 
ter, room temperature 

• 1 cup packed brown sugar 

• 1/2 cup honey 

• 1 tsp vanilla extract 

• 4 eggs 

• 2 1/4 cups all-purpose flour 

• 1 tsp baking soda 

• 1/2 tsp salt 

• 1 1/2 tsp cinnamon, divided 

• 2 1/2 cups old fashioned oats 

• 1/4 cup granulated sugar 


scraping the bowl in between 
additions. 

3 . Stir in flour, baking soda, 
salt and 1 teaspoon of tire cin¬ 
namon. Stir in the oats. 

4 . Scoop by tablespoonful onto 
the prepared baking sheets. 


leaving 2 inches between each 
cookie. Using slightly mois¬ 
tened hand, flatten cookies 
imtil 1/2 inch thick. 

5 . In bowl, stir granulated sug¬ 
ar and remaining 1/2 teaspoon 
of cinnamon. Spriiflde hghtly 
over the top of each cookie. 


6 . Bake 10 minutes, or until 
no longer glossy and just start¬ 
ing to turn golden brown at the 
edges. Let cool on pan 10 min¬ 
utes, then transfer to a rack to 
cool. Store in airtight container 
at room temperature for up to 
a week.

19 victory over the Cincinnati 
Bengals that ended a tough 
afternoon with a httle bit of 
relief and their playoft chan¬ 
ces enhanced. 

Didn’t last long, though. 
There will be a lot more emo¬ 
tional days ahead in Dallas. 

“It’s a hard, hard situation 
we’re in,” quarterback Tony 
Romo said. “There’s no play- 
book for this sort of thing in 
life.” 

The Cowboys overcame a 
nine-point deficit in the clos¬ 
ing minutes behind Romo, 
who held his hand over his 
heart during a moment of 
silence to honour teammate 
Jerry Brown before the kick¬ 
off. The linebacker died in an 
car accident early Saturday. 

Defensive lineman Josh 
Brent, who was driving, was 
released from jail in the Dal¬ 
las suburb of Irving after post¬ 
ing $500,000 bond Sunday, 
a day after police say he was 
drunk and speeding when the 
vehicle he was driving clipped 
a curb and flipped. 

The Cowboys (7-6) learned 
about Brown’s death on their 
flight to Cincinnati on Satur¬ 
day. Coach Jason Garrett told 


his team that the best way to 
honour him was to play well 
in a game with playoft impli¬ 
cations for both teams. 

One of the visitors’ metal 
lockers at Paul Brown Stadium 
had a strip of white athletic 
tape with “53 JERRY BROWN” 
attached to the top, a wooden 


stool inside sitting upside- 
down. Brown’s No. 53 jersey 
was on the sideline during 
the game — defensive tackle 
Jason Hatcher held it up after 
Bailey’s kick decided it. 

It wasn’t much of a celebra¬ 
tion by an emotionally spent 
team. 


Players couldn’t keep the 
tragedy out of their thoughts 
during the game, finding 
their minds wandering on the 
bench. 

Owner Jerry Jones de¬ 
scribed his team as grieving 
when it took the field. It was 
the second consecutive week 
that an NFL team was playing 
a day after losing a teammate.

21 one day after linebacker Jo- 
van Belcher shot his girlfriend 
at their home before driving 
to the Chiefs’ practice com¬
